FLAGS AND THER FATE. . 


In no other country but England it ix 
safe to ansert, would it be possible for fisgs, 
which regiments bave fought onder ov 
many astornly contented field, andin whose 
defence tho lives of many men have beep 
Inid down, ever to bo met with In the pawn- 
shop or in the auction room, #475 writer 
in the London Globa.. Yet both these fates 
have-and within comparatively recent 
time—befallon certain gots of colours of the 
British Army on thair withdrawal from use, 
Others, again, have mot with an oven more 
untimely end. For example, about fiftesn 
yoara ago the regimantal colours of the old
